Skim Milk vs. Beef Scrap For 
Winter Egg Production 


It is generally acknowledged 
by poultry-keepers that laying 
hens require a certain amount 
of their protein supplied from 
animal sources. Vegetable pro- 
tein cannot entirely replace an- 
imal protein for egg produc- 
tion. The two most common 
sources ure beef scrap and skim 
milk; the former being a by- 
product of the ubatioir sold on 
the market and the latter a by- 
product of whole milk found 
ou most dairy farms, 

With the object of compar- 
ing the results obtained in Win- 
ter egg production from the 
use of skim.milk and beef. scrap 
as a source of animal protein, 
an experiment has been con. 
ducted at the Dom. Exp. Sta- 
tion, Kapuskasing, Ontario, for 
the last three years, The aver- 
age figures over a three-year 
period show that there is no 
sixnificant difference in the 
number of eggs laid, or in the 
cost per dozan between the two 
pens. This tact would seem to 
indicate that farmers who have 
a supply of skim-milk would 
nok benefit by purchasing other 
animal feed for their poultry, 
while other poultry - keepers 
who mey not bave a supply of 
skim milk may use the beef. 
scrap to good advantage.
